Mr. Darling Joined the Department 
In March 1934. after having served 
for three months on the President's 
Committee on Wildlife Restoration. 
This Committee reoommeded to the 
President the Immediate acquisition 
or Uve million acres of submarglnal 
agricultural land In 44 States, and 
the gradual acquisition of an addi¬ 
tional eight lo ten million acres for 
wildlife production and related pur¬ 
poses. Prior to that he had gained 
national recognition as a leader iu 
wildlife conservation and restoration 
as a member of the Iowa Fish and 
Game Commission, of the Iowa Plan¬ 
ning Commission, of the Migratory 
Bird Conservation Commission of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
National Association of City Plan 
ners, Des Motne* City Planning Com 
missson, and of the Des Moipes Park 
Board.
